Note:  Andreas  Reidmohr  (or,  more  correctly,  Reitmor)  received  a 
grant  of  arms  from  the  Emperor  Maximilian  I at  Innsbruck  on  Aug.  15, 
1501.  He  is  known  to  have  come  to  Munich  in  1484  and  he  died  in  1526, 
twenty-five  years  after  the  grant  of  arms,  leaving  no  recorded  descen- 
dants with  the  same  given  name.  The  family  apparently  became  extinct 
by  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century.  For  the  above  see  Siebmacher, 
IVappenbuch,  Vol.  VI,  part  I,  section  3. 

This  picture  presents  an  interesting  problem  in  attribution.  Long 
attributed  to  Hans  Holbein  the  Younger,  it  was  given  by  Dr  Friedlander 
to  Hans  Muelich  (1516-1573)  and  so  described  in  the  Ferdinand  Her- 
mann catalogue  ( vide  infra).  However,  since  Reidmohr  died  in  1526, 
only  ten  years  after  the  birth  of  Muelich,  this  attribution  is  untenable, 
and  the  non-existence  of  other  members  of  the  family  with  the  given 
name  Andreas  would  indicate  that  this  could  not  be  a descendant  of  the 
original  armiger.  The  attribution  to  Muelich  was  apparently  based  on  a 
comparison  with  a portrait  of  Andreas  Legsalz  in  the  Munich  Pina- 
kothek ; but  it  would  seem  that  search  must  be  made  among  the  South 
German  followers  of  Holbein  for  the  real  painter  of  this  important  por- 
trait. It  may  be  noted  that  Holbein  himself  was  working  in  Basle  in 
1515  and  did  not  leave  for  England  until  1526,  so  that  it  was  at  least 
possible  for  the  painting  to  have  come  from  his  atelier.
